Strong Voices Calling for Reform. 


•A New England newspaper of high standing calls for 


prompter (rials for governors under indictment. 
II refers to 


the case of Governor Small of Illinois, who was indicted last 
July on the charge of conspiracy fo embezzle stale funds while!HIS 
holding another office, and whose trial was begun only a few 1" 
days ago. Says the paper mentioned: "Thus have passed nine 
months during which Mr, Small has continued lo perform the 
duties, of governor while being-out on,bail 
If a'-governor 


must get in(0'S,uch a fix-he should be permitted to.,get out at 


. the earliest possible moment for {he siike of the dignity of his 
. office. The moral effect'upon our youth of having governors 


under indictment for-prolonged, periods cannot be ignored 
. , . If a governor is Ihe innocent victim of. his political ene- 
mies, the sooner he is permitted to vindicate himself the belter: 
If he is really a scoundrel he should noi be allowed to interpose ja. 
obstacles to the swift movement of the machinery of justice. 
Ju either case quick trials for governors should be the slogan 
of all liberty-loving and law-abiding Americans." 


All true enough. The point is well taken and well sustained. 


But why stop with governors? 
Why not an early trial fo'' 


every man charged with crime? Why should not every de- 
fendant be permitted to clear himself quickly if innocent, anc 
compelled to lake the consequences of his acts if guilty? 
These are fair questions, 
'^r 
• • 


The conviction is growing in this country thai Ihe wheels 


of justice move loo slowly. 
In many cases too much lime 


elapses between indictment and trial, and in importanl cases 
particularly murder cases, from Iwo to lliree (rials are often 
needed—or at least held—before a final verdict is reached. 
In the meantime new cases are piling up in the courts until the 
dbckets are clogged and the public is wearied and disgusted. 
While it is tnuAhat no governor should be permitted lo serve 
long under indictment, it is equally true lhat the rule of prompl 
trials in all important cases would go far toward cleaning up * 
situation lhat is no credit to ihe country. 


And in addition to the need of a change in Ihis field, there 


is a widening recognition of the need of sentences that would 
have a sobering effect upon the criminal classes. There can 
be.no .doubt thai the light penalties imposed in many cases 
breed in Ihe minds of:lhe criminally inclined a.feeling that 
detection/and even conviction, is not such a serious matter 
after all. Fines, particularly, are easily paid in Ihe-great ma- 
jority of cases, and careful observers are convinced lhal viola- 
tions of the liquor laws will-never be slopped by Ihc imposi- 
tion of fines. There are big-profits in the business, and it never 
will be slopped by Ihe imposition of ordinary fines. The thing 
has gone far enough 'already (o demonstrate that. 


. Aiid al Ihis point in (he discussion Governor Cox of A\assa- 


chuselts comes lo the front willi a plea for more jail sentences. 
He believes that light fines and probation are not suflicieiil to 
bring about the desired results. He so slated in an address a 
few days ago. 
He disclaims any desire lo criticise the courts 


ancTadmils thai his doctrine may seem a lillle old-fashioyed, 
"but," lie adds, "when we are faced by a condition such as we 
have'now,'when the newspapers daily inform us of disorders, 
then a few inore jnii sentences might nol be a bad policy." 


This is good talk and it should be kept coming. The coun- 


try, the courts and all hands need lo be prodded until crime is 
dealt with more promptly and emphatically lhan it is now. 
There is room for great improvement and there should be no 
rest until it is brought about.
